The letter came air mail at a 
cost of $2.50. It was mailed Au¬ 
gust 11, and left the censor’s of¬ 
fice at Cairo, August 21.

Johansen narrowly escaped injury 
or death on a liner which was 
bombed in the Suez Canal. At 
the request of Mr. Johansen’s 
employers she was scheduled to 
leave on the boat which was 
bound for So.
